The fleet, according to the rumor, was “taken 
in,’ and rushed out in pursuit, upon which 
the Japanese squadron, which had been con- 
cealed behind the islands, cut off retreat, 
forcing the Russian ships to seek refuge in a 
small bay.

CZAR LOSES 2,000 IN BATTLE. 

LONODN, May 20, 3 a. m.—The Standard’s 
correspondent at Tientsin cables that while 
the Japanese fleet was covering the landing 
of troops near Kaichou on Monday a flerce 
engagement occurred at Hsienyencheng. 

Two thousand Russians were killed or 
wounded, 

The Russians retreated and the Japanese 
occupied both Kaiping and Kaichou. 

The Chinese governor at Chenchow has 
received news, the correspondent adds, that 
the Russians have destroyed the railway 
between Tashichiao and Newchwang. 


Russians Abandon Supplies. 

There is no official confirmation of the 
Standard’s sensational report of the loss 
of 2,000 Russians in Monday's fighting at 
Kinchau, but there is evidence in other dis- 
patches that the battle must have been a 
severe blow to the czar’s forces. 

A cablegram from Tokio says: ‘ The 
newspaper Asahi reports that when the Rus- 
sians last Monday fied before the Japanese 
from Kaiping to Tashichao they abandoned 
a large quantity of army stores. 

Attack on Port Arthur. 

Great events, apparently, are transpiring 
in the vicinity of Port Arthur, but they are 
being enacted behind an impenetrable cur- 
tain. Admiral Togo lifted the curtain only 
for an instant when he reported that the 
Hatsuse struck a Russian mfhe ten knots 
southeast of the entrance to the harbor of 
Port Arthur while engaged with the fleet, in 
covering the landing of soldiers.”’ 

If the Hatsuse was lost ten knots from the 
entrance to the harbor the soldiers must 
have been landing extremely close to Port 
Arthur itself. 


Have Troops Landed? 


This conclusion is supported by a dispatch 
from Weihaiwei to the Express, which quote 
the captain of a Chinese: vessél to the stock 
that the Japanese on May 15 bombarded 
Port Arthur simultaneously with the landing 
of a great force behind the fortress, the 
evident object being a combined land and 
sea attack. 

According to a Tientsin dispatch, the Jap- 
anese advanced lines are only seven miles 
from the Russian batteries. The dispatch 
adds that the Japanese intend to attack 
with their whole force’ when it numbers 
50,000. They are mounting naval 6 inch guns 
on steel wheels in order to silence the Rus- 
sian batteries. 


MIKADO LOSES TWO WARSHIPS. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

TOKIO, May 19.—Vice Admiral Togo to- 
night cabled the news of the first great dis- 
aster to the Japanese fleet since the war 
began. Sunday morning, May 15, the bat- 
tleship Hatsuse struck a Russian mine and 
sank, near Port Arthur, and on the afternoon, 
in a dense fog, the cruiser Kasagi rammed 
the cruiser Yoshino. The latter ship sank 
almost immediately. 


Togo Gives the Details. 


following details: 

“At 1:14 o’clock on the afternoon of May 
15, in a dense fog off Port Arthur, the Kasagi 
rammed the Yoshino, sinking the latter in a 
few minutes. Ninety of the crew were saved. 

‘The same morning the Hatsuse, while 
cruising off Port Arthur, covering the land- 
ing of the soldiers, struck a mine ten knots 
southeast of the harbor entrance. It sig- 
naled for help and instantly struck another 
mine. It sank in half an hour. Three hun- 
dred of its crew were saved by torpedo 
boats.”’ 

Later advices state that among those res- 
cued from the sinking battleship Hatsuse 
were Rear Admiral Mashiba and Capt. 
Nakao. 
Followed by Naval Fight. 

The sinking of the Hatsuse was followed 
by a naval battle. The disaster to the Jap- 
anese battleship was witnessed from Port 
Arthur and almost !mmediately a flotilla of 
sixteen Russian destroyers and torpedo boats

Werno Accuses “L” Counsel of 
Saying Aldermen Seek Money. 


TOLMAN BACKS HIM UP. 


Seene Is Caused in the Local Transpor- 
tation Committeo. 


Intimations of bribery in connection with 
the Union soop elevated railway ordinance 
precipitated an exciting incident in the ses- 
sion of the council committee on local trans- 
portation yesterday afternoon. 

The committee was considering the new 
Union loop ordinance, and the concessions 
demanded of the Northwestern elevated. The 
tentative draft of the law was read and dis- 
cussed. At last the committee came to the 
consideration of new stations to be estab- 
lished on the Northwestern line. There was 
some disagreement about the location of a 
station at Oak street, and, finally, as a way 
out of the difficulty, Ald. Bennett suggested: 

“Why not leave the matter to the north 
side aldermen. The. outlying districts are 
interested quite as much as the residents in 
Oak street.

Werno Startles Committee. 

Ald. Werno then startled the committee 
with this declaration: 

‘“*I object to that plan. For one, I want 
nothing to do with settling the location of the 
stations. This committee owes it to itself as 
a matter of honor to pass on the new stations 
and incorporate their location in the ordi- 
nance. I say this because Mr. Knight has 
made statements unbecoming a gentleman. 
I am informed that he asserted in the corpo- 
ration counsel's office that certain members 
of this committee apparently were looking 
for money in connection with the approval 
of the loop ordinance.

The Aldrich family are prominent mem- 
bers of the CentraleBaptist church, which 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller Jr. attended with 
Miss Abbie Aldrich before they were mar- 
ried.

Minstrel Plays Unique First Act 
Near White House, 


PAL APPEARS AS ROOSEVELT. 


Plan to Grind Moving Pictures Be- 
lieved Advertising Dodge. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—[Special.]J—A 
negro minstrel in conventional burnt cork 
and exaggerated garb and a man made up to 
represent President Roosevelt and a moving 
picture machine were the three features in 
a mysterious “ first part” enacted beneath 
the George Washington statue on the east 
front of the Capitol today. Those who wit- 
nessed the strange performance at first 
thought it either a political trick for cam- 
paign purposes or an unpleasant practical 
joke. On second thought, however, it was 
found to possess‘all the characteristics of an 
advertising dodge. 

It all occurred just before 8 o'clock this 
morning, and the curtain rose on an open 
barouche from which the minstrel stepped 
and immediately fell to the asphalt. Then 
there appeared another open barouche, rep- 
resenting the White house carriage, horses, 
coachman, footman, and all, from which 
stepped a man resembling President Roose- 
velt. He was dressed in a frock coat, high 
hat, wore eyeglasses, and otherwise was 
made up to represent the chief executive. 
With the aid of his footman he assisted the 
minstrel into the ‘‘ White house” carriage, 
tipped his hat to the minstrel, offered him a 
cigar, and then drove off with him. 


Picture Men Busy: 

Meanwhile a kinetoscope apparatus which 
had been set up near the Washington statue 
was working and a moving picture of the 
whole scene was taken. In order to make 
sure of a negative, the whole act was re- 
peated. Then the party drove away for good. 
By the time the second pictures were finished 
a large crowd had gathered about the scene 
and formed the necessary background. 

The story soon spread throughout the city 
and many people imagined the act was in- 
tended to put the president in an attitude of 
‘* overpoliteness "’ to the negro, to emphasize 
the Booker Washington dinner incident for 
campaign purposes. Buttons and photo- 
graphs have been circulated throughout the 
south for the last few months, representing 
the president at the dinner table with Booker 
T. Washington, also President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt dining at the same board with a 
negro. | 

Officer Tells of Incident. 

Special Officer Jones of the capitol police 
force witnessed the incident, and made this 
statement tonight: 

“ About 7:50 o’clock this morning I saw 
a man with a big photograph instrument set- 
ting up his machine over by the George Wash- 
ington statue. Two open carriages were 
hard by. I saw a man get out of one and lie 
down on the asphalt in front of the ma- 
chine. I went over to see what it meant. 
There on the ground was a fellow blacked up 
as a negro. He was a big, fat fellow, and 
wore a regular minstrel outfit. As Icame up 
the other carriage drove up, and from it 
alighted a man who was dressed like Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He helped the prostrate 
negro into his carriage, offered him a cigar, 
tipping his hat to the negro as the carriage 
drove off. 

“J did not interfere with them because 
photographs are permitted to be taken in the 
roadways of the capitol grounds.” 

Legal Action Not Probable. 

Maj. Sylvester, chief of police, sent out 
telegraphic inquiries to several cities this 
afternoon, and it is possible the minstrel 
may have to make some explanations, 
though it is not probable any legal action 
will be taken unless the picture should be 
exhibited with the statement that the man 
who assisted the “negro” actually was

Wis., May 19.—[{Special.J—By a 
convention comprised strictly of his own 
delegates—585 out of 1,065 accredited to the 
convention—Goyv.

The feature of the convention 
was the appearance of Gov. La Follette be- 
fore the convention after he had been offi- 
cially notified of his nomination. Gov. La 
Follette was accorded an enthusiastic recep- 
tion. In his speech of acceptance he reviewed 
the work of his two administrations and 
scored the opposition for failure to carry out 
the promises contained in the party plat- 
forms.. The resolutions adopted indorsed the 
national and state administrations. 


Governor on Taxation. 

Gov. La Follette, in his speech of accept- 
ance, dwelt at length upon the taxation ques- 
tion governing public service corporations. 
He said, in part: 

Those gentlemen in this state who have arrayed 
themselves against an administration which has 
sought simply to secure equal and just rates for all 
shippers in Wisconsin similarly situated, must be 
brought to understand that the republican presi- 
dent of this country has declared that he stands 
for exactly the same principle. e says yspeci- 
fically ‘‘ The rates of the railways should be, and 
must, be open to all shippers alike.’’ He further 
proclaims that the shippers shall not be left single 
handed and alone to contest with the powerful cor- 
porations of this country for those rights.

A courier who arrived here shortly before 
midnight reports that the Japanese fleet was 
sighted from Tower Hill, ten miles north of 
Kaichou, on Monday. The bombardment 
of the coast was extensive, covering a dis- 
tance of twenty-five miles. Only the Japan- 
ese marines, it was reported, were landed. 

The Japanese force marched several miles 
inland, destroyed four miles of railroad and 
other property, captured a Russian commis- 
sary train, and returned with a number of 
carts, animals, and native drivers. The 
Japanese then reémbarked and left in the 
vicinity of their landing place. The trans- 
ports shortly afterwards could not be seen 
from Tower Hill, but their course was south- 
ward. It is believed now that the landing 
was a feint to cover movements elsewhere. 


St. Petersburg in the Dark. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 19.—The ad- 
miralty denies that it has been officially ad- 
vised of the Japanese occupation of New- 
chwang. Instructions were issued to blow 
up the Sivoutch, the Russian gunboat there, 
before the last Russians retired. As soonas 
this is accomplished the Russian commander 
will report to the authorities here. The fact 
that nothing has been received convinces the 
admiralty that a small Russian force is still 
at Newchwang. 


GUNBOATS FOLLOW THE FLAG. 


Rear Admiral “Bob’’ Evans Establishes 
a New Rule for Dealing with 
Chinese Officials. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—China has been 
informed that the United States claims the 
right to dispatch warships, not only to those 
Chinese ports declared by treaty to be open 
to the world but also upon the inland waters 
of China “ wherever Americans may be, and 
where by treaty with China they are author- 
ized to engage in business or reside for the 
purpose of spreading the gospel.”’ 

The state department tonight publishes the 
corres dence between Mr. Conger, the 
American minister at Pekin, and Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, late commander in 
chief of the Asiatic station, which followed 
a protest of the Chinese government against 
the visit of the gunboat Villalobos last sum- 
mer in the Yangtse valley, whither it was or- 
dered by Rear Admiral Evans to gather such 
information about the Americans residing 
there as would be of assistance in rendering 
them prompt assistance in case of an ex- 
pected native outbreak against foreigners.

METHODISTS S1.AP TRUSTS. 


SENSATIONAL REPORT IS MADE TO 
THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


Stock Watering and the Fiotation of 
Worthless Securities by Noted Cap- 
italiste, “Who Lead in the Four Hun- 

' dred,” Is Denounced in Scathing 
Terms—Three New Bishops Elected 
‘and the Question of Church Federa- 
tion Is Discussed at Length. 


{BY THE REV. CHAS. M. STUART.] 

Los Angeles, Cal.. May 19.—[{Special.]— 
Next to the election of three bishops, tho 
most important feature of the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference today was the 
feport ‘of the commission on international 
‘and Yhdustrial peace. The report, which fol- 
lows, caused a sensation: 

** Decency and indecency are Waging a* 
flerce battle in our state and national pol- 
itiés. Vice, thinly veneered with virtue, has 
put nearly every great city in our.country 
under the control of corrupt political bosses. 
The rights and franchises of the people are 
given away or bartered for personal -gain. 
Voters are bought and sold as articles of 
gommerce in the market places 

“The successful buyer of votes brazenly 
takes his seat in legislative, udicial, and 
executive place and becomes the maker, the 
construer, and executor of our laws. Heart- 
less combinations of capital, organised as 
trusts, control, raise, and lower at will the 
price of the necessaries “of life and breed 
great unrest. Some of our most noted cap- 
italists and financiers, with cunning craft, 
have devised and palmed off upon the un- 
wary worthless schemes as ‘legitimate en- 
terprises. 

: Call It “Gigantic Robbery.” 

“Plants worth a..few thousand; dollars 
have been watered into millions by.the de- 
vice of first mortgage bohds and preferred 
and common stocks, fitly termed undigested 
‘wecuFities, “which have been unloaded upon 
the people, in schemes of gigantic robbery, 
‘the schemers taking care only in violations 
of law to escape the common jails. 

‘When successful the robber, in gilded 
_effrontery, may lead the 400, .while the com- 
“mon thief who.steals a loaf of bread to ap- 
pease his hunger, as it may be. is sent to 
the penitentiary. .The Methodist Episcopal 
church is essentially a church of bread win- 
ners. In her membership there are not mary 
milMonaires or gold ladened persons. Her 
mission has been to save souls, and not to 
gather riches. The toilers with the hand and 
with the brain find in her broad Christianity, 
simple service, and cirect methods their ideal 
of a religious system and faith. 

‘** Her people are generally the sufferers 
from the evils Which we have enumerated. 
It Is becoming therefore for her in the ma- 
jesty of her strength to»put herself: boldly 
and fearlessly on the sidé of the. peaceful'ur- 
bitration of all human disputes.” 


Three New Bishops. 


At the opening of this morning’s session 
the second ballot for the choice of bishops 
was announced. The total number of votes 
was 691, necessary to a choice, 461. Henry 
Spellmeyer receiving 612 and William F. Mc- 
Dowell 510, they were declared elected. An- 
other. ballot. was taken, but there no 
election. 

On. the fourth ballot Dr. J. W. Bookford 
received: 525 votes out of 724 and was de- 
clared elected. 

The question of church federation was then 
taken up. As the result of a movement 
begun some years ago an agreement has been 
reached between the Methodist Episcopal 
church and the Methodist Episcopal church 
south for a common hymnal, a common cate- 
chism, and a common order of worship. . 

The special committee of the general con- 
ference on this subject proposed a further 
step—namely: that where either church ig 
doing the work of Methodism the other 
church shall not organize a society or erect 
a church buildifig until the bishop having 
the jurisdiction in the case of the wur« pro- 
posed shall ‘be consulted and his approval 
obtained. 

The manifest object of such provision is 
simply to require the local pastor and pre- 
siding elder to take into their counsels the 
presiding bishop. Such provision is both 
sensible and conservative, and does not in 
any sense indicate the withdrawal of the 
Methodist Episcopal church work in the 
south, where it is already established, or 
where it can be established to advantage. 

This part of the report was opposed by a 
representative of the work.in the south, who 
felt that the adoption of such a resolution 
would be a discouragement to the workers 
already there, since it would be construed 
as a concession to the claim made-by-the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, that 
northern Methodism Is an intrusion and un- 
necessary. Further consideration of the 
question was postponed toa later session.

MRS. SPRINGER ACTIVE. 


Personally Gathers Evidence 
Against Lawyer After His 
Attack on Husband. 


Bitter rivalry between two families, in- 
volving a struggle for supremacy in woman's 
clubs and a business feud, is sald to be be- 
Mind the disbarment proceedings started at 
Springfield against Julius A. Coleman, a 
member of the Chicago Bar association. Mr. 
Coleman is charged with being an ex-con- 
vict, and for that and other reasons is de- 
clared to be disqualified for practice as a 
lawyer. The matter will come before the 
State Supreme court on June 7. 

Mrs. Warren Springer, illinois state regent 
of the Daughters of the Revolution, secured 
the evidence showing that Mr. Coleman was 
sentenced to the penitentiary on Sept. 19, 
1881, at Mount Vernon, ind., and that he-es- 
caped from the prison hospital on April 26, 
1882. After spending three years in Mexico 
Mr. Coleman returned to Indiana and was 
pardoned by Gov. Gray. 

Mrs. Coleman is regent of the Chicago 
chapter, Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, and is also a national officer of the or- 
ganization, having been appointed by the 
president general, Mrs. Charles W. Fair- 
banks. 


Women’s Societies Are Rivals. 


“The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and the Daughters of the Revolution, 
with which Mrs. Springer is allied, have been 
bitter rivals, and much jealousy is said to 
have existed between them. It is said Mrs. 
Springer applied for admission to the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution and was 
refused. It is declared, too, that when Mrs. 
Springer’s organization was refused admis- 
sion to the Illindis Federation of Women’s 
| Clubs in 1902 Mrs. Coleman was a leader in 
the victorious opposition. 

While Mrs. Springer admits she spent two 
weeks gathering the evidence against Cole- 
man, she denies that club rivalry inspired 
her to the action. 

“Mr. Coleman had my husband arrested 
on a charge of perjury, which is a peniten- 
tiary offense,” said Mrs. Springer. “ He not 
only prosecuted my hsuband but persecuted 
him. We decided to fight him to the end. 
I heard of his record and I went personally 
tind investigated it. 

Says She Would Have Shot Coleman. 

“ At one time I would as soon have put 
a bullet through Mr. man as look at him.

I should have shot Mr. Coleman dead. He

Much 
litigation followed, and the night before 
Christmas two years ago Mr. Coleman had 
Mr. Springer indicted for perjury. We fought 
the whole thing out in court and defeated 
Mr. Coleman on every proposition. 

‘We are though with Mr. Coleman. We 
would not go across the street to injure him 
We are taking no part in these disbarment 
proceedings. John V. Ayer and Eugen 
Brown are the ones who ask his disbarment 
because of the manner in which he has han- 
dled cases of theirs. I understand they will 
use the documentary evidence we gathered 
about his past, and which we would have 
used a year ago if the developments in our 
litigation had warranted it.”’ 

Hiram T. Gilbert is Mr. Coleman’s lowyer. 
He declares the accused man is innocent, 
and that the charges against him will fall 
flat. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coleman and their daughter 
are now in St. Louis, having sold their resi- 
dente at 408 Superior street.

Other members of the family, including 
Timothy McCarthy, another brother, who re- 
sides at 941 Lawndale avenue, were sum- 
moned, but were able to learn little of the 
manner in which the girl had been brought 
to the hospital or the nature of her illness. 

The body was taken to O'Brien's under- 
taking rooms, 172 Biue Island avenue, where 
an autopsy was performed by Coroner’s 
Physician Lewke. The case was at once 
turned over to the police. 


Investigation Is Hindered. 


The efforts of the detectives assigned to 
the case were hindered by numerous ob- 
stacles, and friends of the young woman 
were found to have been warned to silence, 
while little ald was given by officials of the 
hospital in which she had died. Political 
influences were brought to bear to suppress 
details of the case, and only determined ef- 
forts by the police and threats of arrests 
as accessories led} to the revelation of the 
names of the persons held responsible by the 
police. 

At the hospital last night the officials in 
charge professed ignorance of any details of 
the case. Except that the young woman 
was. admitted three days before. her death 
nothing was admitted. The cause of death 
was not known by the nurse In charge. 


Member of Wealthy Family. 


The father of the dead girl, T. McCarthy, 
was one of the oldest residents of the city. 
Before the fire in 1871 he bought real estate 
in Market street, which was not disposed of 
until after his death, four years ago. The 
dead girl was the youngest member of the 
family and was a student of music. Several 
brothers and sisters reside on the west side.

City Employe Living at 179 South 
Peoria Street Gives Warning Shout 
‘—Another Turns In Alarm, and Chil-

Arson. 


John Reynolds,

men. 

Assistant Chief Campion and the firemen of 
engine company 5 rescued several members 
6f the family of Thomas Sullivan, who rent- 
ed the building. 

The fire was started by an overturned 
lamp in Reynolds’ room on the second floor. 
The man eyidently was awakened by the. 
explosion and ran down the stairs and to the 
street, only partly clothed. His shouts 
awakened John Glostel, another roomer, who 
hurried to a street corner and sent in an 
alarm. 


Smoke Quickly Fills House. 

The house quickly became filled with dense 
and suffocating smoke, and Sullivan, his 
wife, and three small children, Margaret, 
John, and Thomas, were unable to grope 
their way to the door. On the arrival of the 
department ladders were raised and the chil- 
dren carried down. While the firemen were 
rescuing the children Policemen Simsrott 
and Hurley of the Desplaines street station 
led Mrs. Sullivan down a stairway to the 
street. 

Reynolds had watched the first-efforts of 
the firemen and evidently believing the fire 
not dangerous announced his intention of 
going to hfs rooms to sécure some trinkets. 
When hé failed to return Glostel told the 
firemen of his absence and with the police- 
men they searched through the upper rooms 
of the place. . 

Reynolds was not found until the blaze 
had been extinguished with a small loss. 
In the smoke he had entered a smal! closet 
and probably had struck his head against 
a low shelf, falling unconscious. The body 
was but slightly burned. The man was 50 
years old.

JOHN HAY 70 THE PRESS 


SECRETARY OF STATE ADDRESSES 
THE WORLD’S PARLIAMENT. 


Diplomat Extols Powers of the Fourth 
Estate and Says if Editors Should 
Decree War Must Cease, the Morn- 
ing Stars Would Sing, and All the 
Sons of God Shout for Joy—A Plea 
Zor and a Justification of Expansion 
at St. Louis, 


St. Louis, Mo., May 19.—The world’s press 
parliament convened tonight in Festival hall. 
It was a crowning feature of the entire 
world’s fair picture. 

The speaker of the evening was introduced 
in the person of John Hay, secretary of state, 


who came as‘the official representative of 


President Roosevelt to attend the conven- 
tion. “Secretary Hay said in part: 

“ It is my daily duty in Washington to con- 
fer with the able and distinguished repre- 
sentatives of civilized sovereigns and states. 
But we are all aware that the days of per- 
sonal government are gone forever; that be- 
hind us, and behind the rulers we represent, 
there stands the vast, irresistible power of 
public opinion, which in the last resort must 
decide all the questions/we discuss, and 
whose judgment is final. . 

- “%n your persons I greet the organs and 
exponents of that tremendous power with 
all the respect which is due to you and your 
constituency.” 

Mr. Hay then referred to his early boyhood 
on the banks of the Mississippi, and his 
years of newspaper work before he entered 
public life. He reviewed the history of the 
Louisiana purchase, and concluded from it 
that ‘‘no man, no party, can fight with any 
chance of final success against a cosmic ten- 
dency; no cleverness, no popularity avails 
against the spirit of the age.

“ As is so often the case in nature, the law 
of development of a living-organism showed 
itself in its actual workings to be wiser than 
the wisdom of the wisest.” 

The address was something of a plea for 
a justification of expansion, and it was well 
received. He concluded: 

“Tf the press of the world would adopt 
and persist in the high resolve that war 
should be no more, the clangor of arms would 
cease from the rising of the sun to its go- 


ing down, and we could fancy that at last | 


our ears, no longer atunned by the din of 
grmies, might hear the morning stars sing- 
ing together and all the sons of God shout- 


ing for joy.”

This is the first time the plan of the de- 
fense in this regard has been disclosed, and 
the lawyer’s statement caused a sensation.

“We will show that Elizabeth and her 
mother complained of a strange man prowl- 
ing around their house previously, and that 
on the night of the shooting through the 
window a stranger was seen running through 


an alley back of the Gillespie home.’’ 


The attorney also declared that his clients 
would be able to establish alibis and that 
the element of motive which the state had

ences and other family troubles had been 
left to legal adjustment, and that there was 
no cause last December for the murder of 
Elizabeth by any member of her family.

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RECIPROCITY WITH.CUBA. 

The reciprocity treaty with. Cuba went 
into operation at the end of last January. 
The imports from the island to this country 
during the first quarter of this year were 
$23,200,000, or nearly ‘twice what they were 
for the corresponding quarter of 1903. That 
is au abnormal increase. It is due mainly 
to therfact ‘that the holders of stocks of 
sugar held them back until they could get 
the benefit of the lower duty. 

There .was also a gain, though not so 
notable, in Americar exports to Cuba for 
the shame period. They rose from $5,211,000 
to $6,495,000... The Cubans were more lib- 
eral purchasers of fléur, agricyltura! im- 
plements, cotten cloths, lumber, and a num- 
ber of other‘articles.. They bought of the 
United States ‘in three months a little more 
than the five Central Americap republics 
did in 1903. The trade of Cuba is worth 
having now and will become more valuable 
month by month; 
which the Cuban merchants have been in 
the habit of buying in Europe, but which 
under the reciprocity treaty can be imported 
more cheaply from thisecountry. After the 
merchants have disposed of stocks on hand 
they will come here to make their purchases, 
to the advantage of American prod 
_ The opponents the reciprocity treaty 
lad considerable to say of the harm it would 
sowie domestic interests. The harm 

“has not materialized yet, and never will, but 


mutual behefit has ensued. 


SITUATION IN WISCONSIN. 

‘If presidential electors and representa- 
tives in congress were not to be elected this 
year, republicans in other states would 
view with comparative unconcern the seri- 
ous situation which now exists in Wiscon- 
sin. It is not a case of.a bolt of a small, in- 
conspicuous faction, irritated by'some light 
or fancied grievance. There are in the 
field two state tickets, and it is claimed on 
behalf of each that it was nominated by a 
majority of the delegates who were honestly 
elected to the convention called to meet at 
Madison day before yesterday. ‘To all ap- 
pearances the party is divided nearly in 
the middle. Unless a compromise can be 
effected the democratic state ticket is sure 
‘to be elected. The republicans will be likely 
to lose some congressmen, and there will be 
apprehension of the loss of the thirteen 
@lectoral votes. 
_ Gov. La Follette and his supporters can- 
not be held free from blame. It is quite 
likely that a majority of the delegates who 
were really entitled to seats were friends of 
his, and that he would have secured the 
nomination without a bolt if his tactics had 
only been a little more conciliatory, not to 
say fair. It is hard to believe that all of 
the eighty-five “ stalwart” delegates who 
claimed seats, but did not get them, ought 
«to, have been left out in the cold. There 
was sufficient arbitrariness about the way 
in« which things were run to exasperate 
even more patient men than those who have 
been fighting Gov. La Follettfe. They have 
been trying to get the better of him for 
several years. They thought they had him 
down this year, and certainly came near it. 

- The long war between the governor and 
his adversaries has engendered so much bit- 
terness on both sides that it will be no 

easy matter to close up the divided ranké. 

Perhaps neither side can be induced to give 

way to the other. It may be possible to 

persuade both factions to agree to new pri- 

maries and a new convention, or to the 
holding of.direct primaries to find out which 
af the tickets is favored by a majority of 
republicans in the state.

THE JAPANESE LOSE TWO SHIPS. 

The destructive qualities of submarine 
mines have been exemplified again. The 
Russian battleship Petropavlovsk was sunk 
by one of them. Last Sunday the Japanese 
steel cruiser Mikayo struck one in Kerr bay, 
not far from Dalny, and went to the bottom. 
Admiral Togo reports that on the same dgy 
the battleship Hatsuse, while near Port 
Arthur, ran into one that had been placed 
by the Russians and went down. It hada 
displacement of 15,000 tons and carried 741 
men and four 12 inch and foijrteen 6 inch 
guns. It had a speed of nineteen knots ap 
hour. It was built in 1899 and was one of 
the best ships in the Japanese navy. Its 
loss is a serious matter. To make things 
worse, the cruiser Yoshimo, with a displace- 
ment of 4,150 tons and a speed of twenty- 
three knots an hour, carrying four 6 inch 
and eight 4 inch guns and 800 men, was 
run into by the cruiser Kasagu in the fog 
off Port Arthur and was sunk. Only ninety 
of the men on. the cruiser and 300 of those 
on the Hatsuse escaped. 

Admiral Togo’s report explains the story 
told at Chefoo by Russian refugees from 
Dalny to the effect that the Japanese bat- 
tleship Shikishima and the cruiser Asama 
had struck mines near Port Arthur and had 


Perhaps the civilians who have contended 
that battleships had become a costly an- 
achronism because they could be destroyed 
by the much cheaper torpedo boats will con- 
tend that their case has been strengthened 
by the sinking of a number of large, expen- 
sive armored ships by cheap submarine 
mines. Those mines certainly must be.taken 
into account by naval cofmmanders when 
they are sailing near shore, but the battles 
on the deep—the battles which decide the 
control of the sea—wil! be fought by battle- 
ships and not by torpedo boats or sub- 
merged mines. 

It is fortunate for the Japanese that their 
loss of vessels did not happen earlier in the 
game, before they had succeeded in sinking 
or disabling a number of the ships composing 
the Port Arthur squadron. Battleships and

WHAT I8 A “FELLOW SERVANT”? 

It isa settled rule of law that when one. 
employé is injured through the neglect or 
blunder of a “ fellow servant ” the employer 
is not liable.in damages. The courts have 
held that where one employé is necessarily 


@xposed*to liazard by the carelessness of a 


coemployé he must be supposed to have 
voluntarily taken the risk of that careless- 
ness. If he notices that one of his fellow 
workers is negligent or unskillful, and hence 
a dangerous man to work with, it is his 
duty for bis own. protection to notify the 
employer. : 

The law may seem plain enough, but there 
are continual disputes, over what is a “ fel- 
low servant.” If a dozen men are lifting a 
beam and one is careless and another is in- 


-jured, clearly the employer is not liable. 


If the men obey the blundering order of a 
foreman and one is hurt, the foreman is not 
a fellow servant, but a representative of 
the employer, who is liable! ‘There are 
more complicated cases than this. There is, 
for instance, the one passed on by the Su- 
preme court of the United States this week 
and determined by a vote of five to four. 

A fireman on the Northern Pacific was 
killed in a collision caused by the negligence 
of a telegraph operator and station agent 
working for the road. The operator gave 
the train dispatcher incorrect information 
about the movements of trains which caused 
him to give an order which resulted in the 
collision. The Circuit Court of Appeals 
was uncertain whether the operator was a 
“ fellow servant” of the fireman or a “ vice 
principal ” of the company, and asked the 
Supreme court to determine the point. Jus- 
tice Brewer and ‘our others say he was a 
“fellow servant,” and Justice White and 
three others that he was not. The majority 
governs. | 

Railroad officials will agree with Justice 
Brewer and railroad employés with Justice 
White. Those who belong to neither class 
will be divided in their opinions, but the- 
majority of them will think that the oper-. 
ator was not a “fellow servant” about 
whose lack of competency and liability to 
be dangerously negligent the fireman had 
sufficient means of getting information; 
that it was the duty of the company to have 
a competent man in his place, and that it 
it put an incompetent man there it ought to 
pay for his blunders. But the Supreme 
court has decided otherwise. 


DISCHARGE DRUNKEN POLICEMEN. 

In making the statement that hereafter 
he would recommend for discharge all po- 
licemen convicted of being intoxicated while 
-on duty, President Powell of the civil serv- 
ice commission takes a position which the 
public will heartily approve. 

A drunken policeman is not only useless to 
the city but he is frequemtly a serious danger 
to the public which he is supposed to pro- 
tect. He is more of a menace than the 
ordinary inebriate, because he carries a club 
|} and a pistol, and when under the influence of 
liquor may use these weapons to the jeop- 
ardy of human life. It is not a sufficient 
precaution to discharge a policeman after 
he has imperiled the lives of citizens. When 
proof is had that an officer has been drunk 
while on duty no influence should be strong | 
enough to retain him on the force, © 

Nine-tenths of the charges brought 
against policemen can be traced directly or 
indirectly to intoxication. Failures to re- 
port for duty or to pull the patrol box at the 
proper time are usually due to incapacity 
caused by strong drink. If the charges pre- 
ferred against the patrolmen were sifted to 
the bottom and the penalty for intoxication 
were enforced, how many policemen would 
hold their positions? 

Heretofore drunkenness has not been an 
offense of which the officers of the depart- 
ment have taken much notice. Inspectors 
and captains have known that certain of 
their men were frequently under. the in- 
fiuence of liquor, but this was not in their 
mind sufficient cause for punishment. In 
order to bring the police department to a 
higher standard of efficiency the officers 
should be held accountable for the conduct

AVROYENI BEY, who for so long 
represented the sublime porte in the 
United States, and who some years 
ago was promdted by the sultan to 
the governorship of the island of 
Samos, which carries with it the title of 
prince of Samos, has incurred the displeas- 
ure of the sultan and has beén summarily 
dismissed from office, which has now been 
filled by one of the palace favorites, 

It remains to be seen whether Mavroyeni 
will, like so many other of the Christian gov- 
erhore of the Ottoman of Samos, con- 
tinue to call himself “ prince” after being 
divested of his office. There are at the pres- 
ent moment numerous “ princes” hailing 
from the southeast of Hurope whose titles 
receive no mention in the Almanach de 
Gotha, and who make use of them merely 
because they or tome of their more or less 
remote ancestors have happened for a time 
to officiate as governor of some Turkish 
province or island. Formerly all the Chris- 
tian governors of those Turkish provinces 
which are now indeperident Balkan states 
were ex-officio “ princes,” it being under- 
stood that their title as such lapsed with 
their office. But the majority of them re- 
tained it, though it would be difficult for 
them to explain today whence they held their 
coronet. : 


Mavroyeni, as every one at Washington 
knows, is a Greek by birth, and his father, 
Mavroyeni Pasha, was for many, many years 
the principal phywician of the sultan. It was 
thanks to this that his son was appointed 
to this country. Mavroyeni Bey’s recall co- 
incided with the temporary disgrace of his 
father. The latter had made a practice ever 
nee the accession of the sultan 
daily diary of Abdul Hamid’s h, in- 
cluding particulars of hie mental and phys- 
ical condition. The pasha, when well ad- 
vanced in years, was foolish enough to be- 
come infatuated with a waitress of one of 
the cafés chantants which abound at Con- 
stantinople, and had married her. Her be- 
havior as his wife, however, created such an 
amount of scandal! that the sultan, profound- 
ly shocked, forced his*physician to divorce 
her. Matters might hive rested there had 
not the old doctor then lost his heart to a 
young French modiste. This was adding in- 
sult to injury in the eyes of the divorced | 
Mme. Mavroyeni Pasha, and accordingly she 
immediately proceeded to inform Achmed 
Djellaleddin Pasha of the existence of the 
diary of her ex-husband, declaring that the’ 
latter was keeping it up for the purpose of 
demonstrating the fact that Sultan Abdul 
Hamid was mentally affected and as such 
unfitted to reign. 


Orders were given for the immediate ar- 
rest of Mavroyeni Pasha, and at the same 
time for the recall of his son from Washing- 
ton. The pasha, however, sought refuge at 
the Russian embassy, which, of course, 
served to confirm the sultan’s belief in his 
guilt. After remaining there for about a 
fortnight he was in some way inveigied out- 
side, was seized and imprisoned. Fortu- 
nately, however, the sultan took it into his 
head himegelf to direct the inquiry into his 
physician's conduct. After he had lain for 
| some time in prison he was brought before 
the padishah, and is reported to have ex- | 
plained to him that the diary, far from being 
designed to injure his majesty, Was kept 
solely for the purpose of refuting any charges 
that might be made against his Sanity; that 
no other proof in the world existed which 
could so clearly confuse-any conspiracy of 
the Sheik Ul Islam (such as that, for in- 
stance, which had resulted in the deposition 
of Sultan Murad on the ground of lunacy); 
and that if the ehelk or any of the other lead- 
ing dignitaries of the Moslem church were 
to attempt to issue a fetvah proclaiming 
him (Abdul Hemid) insane, he (Mavroyeni) 
could come before the world with a full and 
detailed account, running over a sqore of 
years, showing by indisputable proof his 
majesty’s sanity. That, he added, was the 
sole object which he had in view in keeping 
the diary, and he asked the sultan to see 
that the diaries be continued for his own 
preservation. 

The result of this excuse or explanation, 
which ever way one likes to put it, was that 
the old pasha was restored to higher favor 
than ever, while his son by way of compensa- 
tion for the loss of the mission to the United 
States was appointed prince of Samos. Now 
old Mavroyeni Pasha is dead, and his son has 
no longer any champion of his interests at 
court, but only enemies and men jealous of 
the favor which he has hitherto enjoyed. It 
is to this that must be ascribed his downfall. 


Lady Augusta Fane, who has just secured 
a divorce from her husband in London, re- 
vealing in court a pathetic story of desertion 
after a quarter of a century of marriage, is 
the eldest sister of the present ear! of Strad- 
broke. The husband from whom she has 
now been freed is Cecil Francis Fane, a 
member of that ancient Welsh house of 
which the earl of Westmoreland is the chief. 
Formerly he held a commission in the 
Grenadier Guards, but about six years ago, 
went on the stock exchange, becoming 
the partner of a stock broker of the name of 
Treherne. Two*years later the firm was 
dissolved, and also at the same time the 
union of Treherne and his wife, Cecil Fane 
being decreed the co-respondent. 

Lady Augusta for the sake of her two sons 
was willing to forgive her erring husband, 
and *entreated him to return to her. But in- 
stead of doing this he ran off to south Africa 
with Mrs. Treherne, and as all subsequent 
appeals addressed to him by Lady Augusta 
failed and he professed himself to be unable 
to contribute anything to her support or to 
that of his boys, she has at length been re- 
luctantly compelled to secure a divorce from 
him. , 

Emperor Nicholas has just given a com- 
mission in the Daghestan cavalry to Prince 
Napoleon Murat, a son of Prince Achille 
Murat, who committed suicide on his estates 
in Russia about ten years ago, and grand- 
son of that Miss Caroline Fraser of Philadel- 
phia who, before becoming the wife of Prince | 
Lucien Murat, was the governess of the 
daughters of King Joseph Bonaparte when 
he made his home at Bordentown, N. J. 

Young Prince Napoleon Murat, who tre- 
sembles more than any other member of 
his house its founder, Joachim Murat, king 
of Naples, the brilliant cavalry general of the |. 
first Napoleon, has until lately held a com- 
mission as lieutenant in the celebrated Ninth 
Culrassiers of the French army, which he is 
leaving, however, for the Russian service, 
thoroughly aware that there is but little 
prospect for quick advancement under the 
republican government in France for any one 
bearing his name and title. . 

He entered the French army as a private, 

won his epaulets by such splendid gal- 
lantry out in Madagascar at the time of the 
, conquest of the island that the government 
did not dare to withhold the promotion. 

The young prince will not find himself 
among strangers in the czar’s service. For 
he was born in Russia, of a Russian mother, 
the latter having been the Mingrelian Prin- 
cess Salome Dadian. After the war of 1870, 
in which the late Prince Achille Murat took 
part as a cavalry officer on the staff of Mar- 
shal MacMahon, he withdrew to his wife's 
estates in the Russian Caucasus, where Na- 
poleon, the younger of his two sons, was 
born. Prince Napoleon Murat’s elder broth- 
er, Lucien, is married to the daughter of 
the French duke and duchess de Rohan, a 
union which thus brought about another 
alliance between the oldest aristocracy of 
France and that created by the first Napoleon 
on his battlefields.

Bight short stories, all dealing with the life 
of the Poles in a western city, comprise a 
volume called “ THE HOMEBUILDERS,” 
by Karl Edwin Harriman (George W. Jacobs 
& Co.). Somber, gray tales are these, full of 
the gloom of poverty and the murk of igno- 
rance. Seldom does a gleam of humor, even 


mosphere, and: the effect is depressing, un- 
less one reads in a sober mood, when the 
efforts of thé author will be appreciated. 

In some of the stories the Pole is drawn as 
blood brother to the brutes, as, for instance, 
in “‘ The Wages of His Toil,” two strong sons 
cast out to freeze and starve the father, once 
himself a strong man, but old and destitute 
of earning capacity.

Perhaps the best of the stories is that of the 
Polish molder, Adamowski, his wife toiling 
as a washerwoman, his daughter as a to- 
bacco stripper, and the three sending to col- 
lege the son of the house, who is called plain 
John Adams and becomes a football hero. 
For mere entertainment the tales serve in- 
adequately the purpose; but as pictures o 
real life, as studies of unattractive but non 
the less interesting character, they are en- 
titled to. come under the Classification of 
readable stories well worth the telling. 


“ AMERICAN YACHTING,” by W. P. 
Stephens, is the latest addition to the Amer- 
ican Sportsman’s library (Macmillan com- 
pany, New York), and within the confines of 
a small book the author has contrived to give 
a succinct history of one of the most inter- 
esting of all sports, and one in which the 
Amertcans have proved that they excel. 

The steady development of yacht building 
and yacht sailing from the early days of the 
nineteenth century to those of Crowninshield 
and Herreshoff, whose creations are the 
despair of European builders, is traced, and 
the story is accompanied by illustrations and 
diagrams showing the many changes through 
which the modern yacht has reached its per- 
fection of line and speed. 

There is a history of the America cup and 
the races that have taken place for this 
prize, with the reasons given for the Amer- 
ican victories and the English defeats. All 
other manner of yachts are described and {]- 
lustrated, and there are chapters on steam 
yachts and their management. 


“ HAYDN’S DICTIONARY OF DATES,” 
which used to be a comparatively small 
volume, has grown with successive reissues 
and reéditing till it assumes the proportions 
of a large dictionary, which it really is: The 
1904 edition, put out by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
New York, contains over 1,200 octavo pages, 
and is brought down to date by a number of 
high authorities who have carried on the 
work of the late Benjamin Vincent. 

In its present form it Is really a source of 
universal information and a complete record 
of ail times and all nations. The history of 
the world has been brought down complete 
to the end of 1908. For over fifty years this 
book in its various editiong hag been a4 
standard work of reference, and the com- 
pleteness with which the current issue has 
bane prepared insures its reputation for the

Mrs. Fiske presented at the Garrick last 
“evening before an audience of fair propor- 
tions the Wiliam Winter versified adapta- 
tion of Paul Heyse’s drama, “ Mary of Mag- 
dala.”" The performance showed that difr- 
ing the nineteen months that have passed 
since the gi actress first produced the 
play here, she elaborated and improved 
in certain ways her portrayal of the central 
character, and has given increased effective- 
ness to some of the scenes. The company 


| which she has with her this year suffers in 


comparison with the original cast, but the 
performance is still an interesting and high- 
ly artistic one, and, in the main, calls for 
only hearty commendation. 

There were moments last evening when 
rapidity of delivery robbed certain speeches 
of distinctness and intelligibility. This was 
particularly noticeable in the scene between 
Mary and the high priest, Mrs. Fiske making 
it almost impossible to understand what she 
was saying so hurriedly did she speak her 
lines. And in the last meeting of Judas with 
Mary, Mr. Bosworth indulged in the same 
lightning speed and with the same results. 
Several of the minor players took their oue 
from the star and did an occasiona! bit of 
hurrying. But these blemishes were only 
momentary and of no vast significance, com- 
pared to the many excellences the perform- 
ance discovered. Mrs. Fiske’s cold seemed 
particularly annoying in the last two acts, 
and, of necessity, made the movement of 
these trying portions of the play seem un- 
duly deNberate. The struggle to speak and 
yet keep from toughing was plainly at times 
a great one. 


‘The changes Mrs. Fiske has made in her 
portrayal of Mary are almost entirely those 
that He along the “ » of elaboration of de- 
tail. In the opening scene instead of enter- 
ing as she formerly did she is discovered ly- 
ing on her couch surrounded by her women 
and music makers. And the act ends with 
her similarly posed, but unattended. In the 
act in Flavius’ house she retains her veil 
until the high priest enters and asks for an 
interview, and the defiance of Caiaphas is 
made more impetuous and intense than it 
formerly was. The third act before the house 
of Simon is played in the same quiet, pre- 
occupied manner that rendered it remark- 
able when first revealed, and In the fourth 
act the most striking innovation consists 
of the two cries and the prostration with 
which the news of the Christ’s imprisonment 
is received. 

The first act has been greatly improved by 
having its tempo noticeably quickened. The 
careless courtesan, weary of all save the 
pleasure passion brings her, was more suc- 
cessfully suggested last evening than it has 
ever before been by Mrs. Fiske when in this 
eity. And this same spirit of conscious, con- 
fident physical charm was infused into the 
act in Flavius’ house. The effect was in 
high degree artistic, for it emphasized the 
change to humility which came to Mary 
after the meeting with the Nazarene. Mrs. 
Fiske’s Mary is now an impersonation of rare 
beauty and timpressiveness; a histrionic 
achievement in which keen intelligence, ex- 
act analysis, and fine technical skill have 
made good the shortcomings which natural 
inaptitude for the character might have been 
expected to create.

LESSON NO. 225—Moth prevention. 


N our previous article we learned of va- 
rious varieties of moths and their char- 
acteristics, and now we will consider 
some of the best methods of fighting 
them. The Builetin on Household In- 

sects gives the following: . 

“There is no easy method of preventing 
the damage done by clothes moths. and to 
maintain the integrity of woolens or other 
materials which they are likely to attack de- 
mands constant vigilance, with frequent in- 
spection and treatment. In general, they are 
liable to affect injuriousfy only articles which 
are put away and left undisturbed for some 
little time. Articles in daily or weekly use, 
and apartments frequently aired and swepf, 
or used as living rooms, are not apt to be 
seriously affected. Carpets under these con- 
ditions are rarely attacked, except sometimes 
around the borders, where the insects are 
a so much disturbed by walking and sweep- 
ng. 

“ Agitation, such as beating, shaking. or 
brushing, and exposure to air and sunlight 
are old remedies and still among the best at 
command. Various repellants, such as to- 
bacco, camphor, naphthaline cones or balls, 
and cedar chips or sprigs, have a certain 
value if the garments are not already stocked 
with eggs or larve. The odors of these re- 
pellants are sO disagreeable to the parent 
moths that they are not apt to come to.de- 
posit their eggs as long as the odor _is strong. 
‘Atit weakens the protection decreases, and if 
the eggs or larve are already present, these 
odors have no effect on their development; 
while, if the moths are inclosed with the 
stored material to be protected by these re- 
pellants, so that they cannot escape, they will 
of necessity deposit their eggs and the de- 
structive work of the larve@ will be little, if 
at all. restricted. 

“ After woolens have been given a vigorous 
and thorough treatment and aired and ex- 
posed to sunlight, however, it is of some ad- 
vantage in packing them away to inclose 
with them any of the repellants mentioned. 
Cedar chests and wardrobes are of value in 
proportion to the freedom of the material 
from infestation when stored away; but as 
the odor of the wood is largely lost with 
age, in the course of a few years the protec- 
tion greatly decreases, Furs and garments 
may also be stored in boxes or trunks which 
have been lined with the heavy tar paper 
used in buildings. New papering should be 
given to such receptacles every year or two. 
Similarly, the tarred paper moth bags are 
of some value, always, however, first sub- 
jecting the materials to the treatment out- 
lined above. . 


*“ To protect carpets, clothes, and cloth cov- 
ered furniture, furs, ete, they should be 
thoroughly beaten. shaken, brushed, and ex- 
posed as long as is practicable to the sun- 
light in early spring, either in April, May, or 
June, depending on the latitude, The brush- 
ing of garments is an important considera- 
tion, to remove the eggs of young larve, 
which might escape notice. Such material 
can then be hung away in clothes closets 
which have been thoroughly cleaned, and, if 
‘pecessary, sprayed with benzine about the 
racks of the floor and the baseboards. If 
no other protection be given, they should be 
examined at least once a month during sum- 
mer, brushed, and, if necessary, exposed to 
the sunlight. 


to so Inclose or wrap up such material as to 
‘prevent the access of the moths to it, after 
it has once been thoroughly treated and 
aired. This can be easily effected in the case 
of clothing and furs by wrapping them up 
tightly in stout paper, or inclosing in well 
made bags of cotton or linen cleth, or strong 
paper. Dr. Howard has adopted a plan which 
is inexpensive and which he has found emi- 
nently satisfactory. For a small sum he 
secured a number of the large pasteboard 
boxes, such as tailors use, and in these packs 
away all winter clothing, gumming a strip of 
wrapping paper around the edge, so as to 
seal up the box completely and leave no 
cracks. These boxes with care will last many 
years. With thorough preliminary treatment 
it will not be necessary to use the tar impreg- 
nated paper sacks sold as moth protectors, 
which may be objectionable on account of the 
odor. 

“The method of protection adopted by one 
of the leading furriers of Washington, who 
also has a large business and experience in 
storing costly furs, etc., is practically the 
course already outlined. 

“ Furs, etc., when received are first most 
thoroughly and vigorously beaten with small 
sticks, to dislodge all loosened hair and the 
larve or moths. They are then gone over 
carefully with a steel comb, and packed away 
‘in large boxes lined with heavy tar roofing 
paper, or in closets similarly lined with this 
paper. An examination is made every two 
to four weeks, and, if necessary at any time, 
any garment requiring it is rebeaten and 
combed. During many years of experience 
in this climate, which is especially favor- 
able to moth damage, this merchant has pre- 
vented any serious infury from moths. 


by larger dealers in carpets and furs, etc., 
is the use of cold storage for protection. 
In all large towns any one can avail him- 
self of this means by patronizing storage 
companies, and protection will be guaran- 
teed. A temperature maintained at 40° F. is 
protective, but often a much lower tempera- 
ture is maintained—down to 20° F. 


“In the case of cloth covered furniture 
and cloth lined carriages which are stored or 
left unused for considerable periods in sum- 
mer it will probably be necessary to spray 
them twice or three times—viz.: in April, 
June, and August—with benzine or naphtha, 
to protect them from moths. These sub- 
stances can be applied readily with any small 
eprayiug device and will not harm the ma- 
terial, but caution must be exercised on ac- 
count of their inflammability. Another 
means of protecting such articles is to sponge 
them carefully with a dilute solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate in alcohol, made just strong 
epough not to leave a white stain.”

Miss Pailoa recommendg the use of naph- 
tha—thorough brushing a@fid saturation with 
naphtha. Many old fashioned housekeep- 
ers use nothing but pepper. But many have 
had the disappointments of putting away 
furs and garments in strong smelling tar 
bags, or with balls, to find on opening in the 
fall that some undetected spot has been the 
source of a large colony of moths that seem 
to love strong odors. The importance lies 
in the cleanliness of the garment, the plan of 
putting each garment in a sealed box seemsa 
good one. And another source of safety is 
the thorough cleanliness and disinfection of 
the closets or chest in which you store your

AMERICAN CARS DECLARED OUT.

Cincinnati, O., May 19.—[Special.]—Mrs. C. 
E. Durnell’s El wood Is a double Derby winner. 
Fresh from his victory at Louisville, he won 
the Latonia Derby at a mile and a half today 
over a slow track and in drizzling rain from 

three competitors in 2:42%. He nipped Ed 
Tierney by a nose on the post after a desper- 
ate drive through the stretch. Lonsdale, which 
had made all the early pace, was beaten fif- 
teen lengths by Ed Tierney for the place 
money. Salivate, the only other starter, 
was fourth all the way. The value to the 
winner was $5,730. 

Ed Tierney finished second to Elwood in 
the Kentucky Derby, but im that race the 
finish was not 80 close. 

Despite the drizzling rain and the March 
like wind the Latonia track was in gala 
condition for the great Derby and a crowd 
of 5,000 people braved the uncomfortable 
weather to see the race. The large number 
of automobiles and tally-hos noticeable on 
other Derby days was missing, but all the 
race lovers were there, muffled in heavy 
overcoats. 

Elwood was not a prime favorite in the 
early betting, Wood Clay’s Lonsdale being 
generally talked of as the winner. He prom- 
ised, in fact, to go to the post a favorite. 

Lonsdale started out to lead, followed bv 
Elwood, Ed Tierney, and Salivate a couple 
of lengths back. Rounding the turn Ed 
Tierney forged ahead and by the time the 
stand was reached Lonsdale’s lead was cut 
down to a head, with Elwood trailing in 
thi place, plodding along like an old 
stager, but he kept creeping up. Fora time 
it looked like a hopeless task for the game 
little colt, but he continued decreasing the 
distance between himself and Ed Tierney, 
who now became leader, until the eighth 
pole. At the seventy yard mark Ed Tierney 
began to falter and Munroe began to kick 
him. and then Prior pulled the Durnell colt 
together for the final spurt.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANG 


“There is nothing new in the milling 
@ituation to warrant a variation in the 
monotony of the continued story of duliness 
and lack of demand which has been told 
from week to week,” says the Northwest- 
ern Miller. “ Stocks of flour still are heavy 
in eastern centers and foreign markets, and 
until they diminish appreciably, there seems 
to be little hope of improvement im demand. 
Bupplies of wheat are low’and prices asked 
for it are unusually high. The fight of the 
lake transportation people has not been set- 
tled, and the resultant tieup of boats is 
proving to be a serious matter for mills, es- 
pecially those in eastern territory. As a 
whole, conditions are far from favorable. 
A good many mills have closea down, and 
as many are running part time only. With 
a larger capacity in motion, Minneapolis last 
week increased its output 114,000 bris to 
217,775 bris, against 820,770 bris in 1908, and 
808,605 bris in 1902. Most Minneapolis mills 
reported light sales, domestic buyers quite 
generally having plenty of fiour on hand 
and regarding prices from a bearish stand- 
point. Though one company reported ship- 
ping directions coming in more freely, usual- 
ly the experience was the reverse. Export 
trade was hardly thought of. The few bids 
received were far too low to permit busi- 
ness.” 


Howard A. Hill sends to his firm from 
¥rench Lick Springs-the following burlesque 
on private crop reports: .“ Pursuant. to 
promise I have made a thorough bbserva- 
tion from the car window each night, hav- 
ing given up sleep for t purpose. I can 
assure you that wheat, corn, and oats on 
the east side of the are damaged be- 
yond repair; not over one-quarter, or possi- 
bly three-eighths, of a crop can be looked 
for.. However, rain would help some. While 
conditions on the east side of the railroad 
are bad, the west side could not show better 
prospects, as Arnold Wegener from his side 
reports everything in the best possible shape, 
and the conditions point to an overwhelming 
crop of everything. This latter can be ex- 
plained from the fact that there seemed to 
be more electric lights burning on the side 
he took his observations on. Think you 
should keep all the information embodied 
in this report strictly for the benefit of our 
own customers, and. perhaps:a few of the 
larger Operators whom it might vastly bene- 
fit. This report can be relied on to as large 
an extent as that sent by any other expert. 
My observations have taken in a large area 
of Ulnois, Missouri, Indiana, and French 
Lick, where I now am, and where wheat 
looks grand, and the condition at least 98.”’ 

“I consider the wheat situation extremely 
bullish,” said Harry.B. Slaughter. “ We 
are using up the last of a crop of 401,000,000 
bu winter wheat, with No. 2 red winter

at 95c. No. 1 northern is selling close to. $1. 
There is"no prospect of a winter wheat 
crop this year of more than 841,000,000 bu, or. 
60,000,000 bu 1 than that of a year ago, 
yet old September is being sold at 82c, a 
discount of about 26c under the price of No. 2 
red, and df 18c under the No. 1 northern, 
while the Nd. 2 hard could only be delivered 
at a penalty of Bc, or a discount of 18c under 
the present cash price. Yet September 
is considered a safé sale by some traders be- 
cause for a short time last year September 
wheat sold around 70c. Yet last year Rus- 
sia, Argentina, India, and Australia all 
raised bumper crops, a coincidence which 
has not happened in twenty-five years, and 
is certainly not likely to happen again this 
year with bad crop reports already coming 
from Russia. The way our stocks are dis- 
appearing in spite of the greatly decreased 
exports shows the vastPy increased domestic 
consumption.” , 


May corn in New York gained only %c 
yesterday to 60%c, the July there advancing 
%c. While.the premium of the New York 
May over the Chicago May suggests a profit 
of over 3c in shipments by lake and rail and 
of 1%c on all rail shipments of contract corn 
to New York, provided they reach there be- 
fore the end of the month, the lake situation 
prevents shippers from taking advantage of 
the high New York premium, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the New York premium undoubt- 
edly would not be what it is if it werg not 
for the tieup in lake navigation. The mar-

and the shipper would need to be sure of the 
quality of the corn and of the certainty of 
the railroads getting it through in time. .It 
is more than likely that some corn now on 
the way is being hurried forward to take aa- 
vantage of the New York price. What the 
railroads can do on a pinch is shown by the 
fact that Hancock of Philadelphia got a ship- 
ment of 100,000 bu through from Chicagd to 
the seaboard recently in five days. 


The Duff Grain company, Nebraska City, 
one of the largest grain houses in Nebraska, 
write Pope-Eckhardt under e of May 
18: ‘“* We have less corn in all positions than 
we have had for six months, although it 
looksdike the Chicago bears are willing to 
sell this corn at 6@8c per bu less than it will 
bring In St. Louis. We had a line of No. 2 
white corn sold in St. Louis at 55@55%%o, and 
mixed corn is selling from 61@58c, as to 
quality. We anticipate a moderate move- 
ment of corn after corn planting, and the 
writer’s opinion is that we have moved out 
more corn than ordinarily for the season, and 
the movement must necessarily be light the 
balance of the crop year. We are bidding 
45c for No. 8 corn at our country stations. 
We are getting a good many complaints 
about corn not germinating, owing to the 
backward season. We cannot say how this 
is, as we have not seen any 
ground yet.” 

May wheat shorts were again on the 
anxious seat, and their efforts to put an 
end to their troubles resulted in an advance 
of 8%c to $1,000. There were possibly 400,- 
000 bu traded in, all in small quantities, with 
both the demand and the supply scattered. 
There was nothing in yesterday's trade to 
indicate a concentrated long interest, and 
gome of the brokers who are active in the 
trade do not believe there is one. The notice 
of the shortage of contract stocks here and 
the practical certainty of their exhaustion 
have been so positive and so persistent it is 
not believed the short interest oan be a 
large gne. Others in the trade are confident 
the Wat line of 750,000 bu to 1,000,- 
000 bu is still intact. No one believes there 
is a much larger open interest than the 
higher figure, and no one feels much sym- 
pathy for the shorts, who have been “ stand- 
ing pat” so long. 7 

A letter from A. J. White's traveling crop 
correspondent dated Oklahoma City, May 
18, says: ‘‘ Bulk of wheat in this county 
will be ripe June 15. Further north, it will 
‘be a few days later. I talked with many of 
the millers last.evening, who are at the 
millers’ convention here, and none of them 
think there is any sort of a chance for any 
of the wheat to go to Chicagoin July. All 
geem to agree that*the counties of Wood, 
Noble, Garfield, and Kay are the only ones 
in the territory which will have a semblance 
of what they raised last r. I estimate 
that wheat will go on an average of about 
8 bu per acre in this county.” 

Offerings of corn from Illinois yesterday 
were more liberal, farmers beginning to sell 
freely, and some of the cash handlers pre- 
dict a more liberal movement from Nebras- 
ka. The high prices in the west, Sic at St. 
Louls and 50%c at’ Kansas City for May 
corn, would apparently prevent a free move- 


ment to this market, except from nearby . 


points, but it is claimed the high prices at 
those markets are only possible because of 
exceedingly light receipts, and that it would 
not take much of a run of corn to fill up the 
local Gemand@ there and cause some reac- 
tion. 

Schwabacker’s estimate of provision stocks 
showed a decrease of 1,800 bris of pork, 
1,200,000 Ibs of ribs, and a gain of 7,800 tcs 
of lard since May 1. The present totals are 
given as 51,000 bris pork, 21,000,000 Ibs ribs, 
and 82,500 tcs lard, compared with 52,800 
bris pork, 22,200,000 Ibs ribs, and 75,400 tcs 
lard the first of the month. 

George H. Dagget wrote bis firm from 
“ A Chicago house is picking 
up low grade wheat to ship all rail to east- 
ern consumers. It looks as if buyers will 
have to come here where the wheat is.”’

Receipts of cattle yesterday were eurpris- 
ingly tight, but hog and sheep arrivals were 
nominal. The cattle market was active and 
strong to 10c higher on receipts of only 4,500. 
Hogs broke Se to 10c, with a run of 24,000, 
while sheep ruled steady to strong for the 
10,000 that arrived. The factor that has 
been instrumental in breaking the hog mar- 
ket evidently is the liberal run at the Mis- 
sourt river points, all five river markets 
showing an unusually large supply of hogs 
for the week. The local packers have used 
this as a leverage and succeeded in forcing 
prices 10c to 15c lower than the high point 


‘lof the week.

On the light run of cattle the market again 
opened active, with prices strong to 10c higher, 
making a general advance of 10c to 20c on all 
kinds of beef cattle for the week, but with the 
sharpest appreciation appearing on the medium 
to good 1,200 to 1,400 pound steers that sell around 
$4.75 to $5.10, and fit the demands of the export 
trade. The market for butcher stock has been 
ruling strong for the good, fat kinds, and prices 
were lSc to 20c higher than a week ag6, while 
canners and medium cutting stock have shown 
little if any advance. As grass stock will begin 
to move in a short time there naturally will be a 
wider range in prices for all cheap grades of kill- 
ing stock, including the lower priced steers. 
There was not much activity in the feeder trade 
and prices were steady.

_ It is the fault of Chicago's climate, which 
Mr. Cox says “‘is such as to excite the 
activities of man.’”’ Then he adds: “ There 
is not sufficient heat at any time to make 
one sluggish in mOvements, while, on the 
other hand, it is sufficiently varied and rigor- 
ous to make him active and energetic.”’ 

‘In his further defense of Chicago weather, 
Cox deprecates the appellation Windy 

ty.”" 

“Chicago has no especial claim on this 
pseudonym,” says the forecaster. ‘‘ The 
wind velocity increases with the elevation 
above ground, and the weather bureau in- 
struments happen to be located in the Au- 
ditorium tower, at much greater height than 
is available in some cities. It has, of course, 
brisk and sometimes strong winds, but they 
are more beneficial than otherwise. 

“ Chicago never has been visited by a tor- 
nado. The nearest approach to one was in 
May, 1896, when one passed over the north- 
ern part of Cook county.”

Zion City Dentist and His Wife Thrive 
on Frugal Diet and Buy Wheat at a 
Feed Store. | 


A man and his wife spend only $1.68 a week 
in Zion City and thrive on their diet. Wheat, 
‘which they get at a feed store, and fruit are 
the staples of their daily fare. When they 
wish to enjoy a real feast they lay in a sup- 
ply of eggs, nuts, dates, and figs. This, how- 
ever, is regarded as extravagant. 

Dr. Robert Aiston, a dentist, is the mem- 
ber of Dowle’s colony who has systematized 
his diet theories. He is six feet tall and 
muscular, Naturally, he doesn’t carry any 
superfiuous flesh. Yesterday he announced 
the cost of his housekeeping. 

When the dentist decided to adopt a scien- 
tific diet he investigated the food question. 
He found there were fifty-seven varieties that 
humans consume—mostly unfit to eat. 

“ Why,” he asked, “ should any sane per- 
son eat cabbage? It only contains 4 per cent 
of nutriment, while wheat contains 97 per 
cent. 

“We buy wheat at the feed store. For 
10 cents we get enough for thirty meals for 
one person. We put the grain in a vessel of 
salt water and let it slowly simmer over a 
fire for several hours. To be perfect, whole 
wheat should cook all one day and be eaten 
the next. We eat the wheat with cream and 
sugar.” 

Potatoes are regarded by the dentist as a 
fair article of diet because they contain 40 
per cent of nutrition. But he won't eat them 
fried because they are hard to digest that 
way. He has them baked or’boiled. Tea, 
coffee, and similar drinks are on the boy- 
cotted List. 

Mrs. Aiston favors the simple Wet. She 
says it makes housekeeping easy.
